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On July 12, 2004, Petitioner submitted a petition which was 
granted via the mailing of a decision on August 23, 2004. 

The decision set forth that Figures 1-5 would be entered, the 
application would receive a filing date of July 12, 2004, and the 
petition fee was charged to Petitioner's Deposit Account, as 
authorized in the petition. 

It has since been determined that the Petitioner is not an 
authorized user of the Deposit Account.
